5, War Risk Insurance for Contractor Personnel - Mr, Cunningham 
reported on a Meting that he had had with the Benefits and Casualty 
Division of CIA. He noted that war risk insurance w&3 available from 
private insurers hut that the premiums would he staggering. However , it 
develo pe d that there are potentially two ways in which the desired ©ad 
®ay be acccmiplishsd without an initial outlay of large sum of cash: 

a. Ths> Agency may in effect undertake self -insurance 
under PL-110, paragraph 10 «b. Under this plan, the Agency 
would insure contractors in the amount of $25,000 for death 
or disability resulting frcsa an act of war or invasion. 

This method raises the knotty problem of whether or not money 
must be set aside in the DPS budget to cover the ^maximum 
amount for which the Agency could became liable in 

our case $25,000 ror each contractor employee). 

b. A second possible method is to certify to the 
Bureau of Employees Compensation in the case of death or 
disability resulting from war or invasion that those con- 
tractor employees affected were actually employees of the 
United States Government. By this method contractors would 
be extended the same benefits normally granted to Government 
employees . The difficulty with this method is a matter of 
security since it is likely that sooner or later some con- 
ti-actor employee's next of kin would reveal that he/ she was 
receiving checks from the United States Government. 

In connection with method (a) above, Mr. Bisoell noted that lx this 
method is undertaken, he would wish, to as ours that it was effective for
